"Sswald" (11H226,231)' 

- hewevert the odd thin?, about this incident is revealed • 

in an FBI memorandum introduced to the Commission (22H531-5U6) 

’ - in this memorandum it is revealed that an anonym-us male caller 
choned a soecial ament of the FBI in Dallas on Nov. 2l>th, 196? 

- this individual stated that Oswald had his rifle sighted at the 
Irving Sorts Shop on T'hurs. Nov. 21, ( 22H531) 

- this same memorandum also reveals that an anonymous individual 

phoned Ray John of WFAA-TV in ^allas on the same day, Nov2iifch 
and gave him (Ray) similar information (22H532) . , % 

I - Ryder testified that he did not make the phone calls ( 22H5b2-5l>3 ; 

I - as Oswald was dead, who else knew enough to know that documentary

I press who were tipped off at almost the same time? 

The Commission reported that a "group of witnesses" believed that YtH-k" they 
saw Lee Harvey Oswald at' the Snorts Drome Rifle Range in Dallas 
in the weeks oredeeding the assassination 
-because of the similarities given by thw witnesses regarding the 
rifle, description of the man etc. that "there iis reason to believe 
that these witnessed Mg# did see that same person at the firing 
range." (R3l8) 

- Malcolm K. Price adjusted tha mans scope— Garland 6. Slack fed had 

an altercation with the individual because he was shooting at Slack’s 
target (R318) . 

- Slack said the man pave him a look he would never gorget (10H3 ■ r >) 

- Dr. Homer Wood and his son also testified that they snoke briefly 
with the man about his rifle (R318) 

- all of these witnesses expressed confidence that the man they saw 
was Oswald 

- other person testified that they saw a man resemblin' Oswald at 
another range near Irving 2 days before the assassination 

- all of this' testimony is in turn corroberated by other witnesses 
Floyd G. Davis (10H 35 6-3 53), Virginia L. Davis (IOH36303 69), Charles 

i Sample, n ( 2 5H3 71 ) , and James E. Wfteeles (26H37is) 

_ Slack alleged that the man he thought was Oswald was brought there 
~ by a man named Frazier (2-6H681) 

- Frazier denied ever having driven Oswald to any range at any time

- SLACK is the individual who stated he saw a man resembling Oswald 

at the Snorts Dome Rifle Ranne 

- however int e the first nart of this rather lengthy interview. 

Slack testified that he was in the Dallas County Record Building 
on Nov. 22, 1963 

- shortly before the motorcade reached Elm and Houston, Sick said 

Lie act a vantage ooint at the automobile entrance to the Dallas 
County Sheriffs Office " 

he did not see the Predident get hit, but did observe some 'of the 
tLiins that hauoened after 

he stated that a short time after the shooting he watched the oolice 
take a young airman into custody 

then he was 'present as a yruner colored boy was nicks uo by the nolice 
this colored boy was biding under a monument and supnosedly had 
witnessed the assassination . 

Slacks descrintion of the nan he saw with. Oswald on Nov. 10, 1963 
is almost a nerfect match of that of the nreviously mentioned 
KICHKEL BENTLEY MtTRPHY (26H350-351) 

Slack observed this man and "Oswald" get into an old " jalooy" 

the men had three rifles, alll of the same make, which they out into 

the back of the "jalopy" 

he estimat ed that fOswald" fired between 60-70 rounds and took some 
shots at his (Slack's) target 

he stated that both men were firing &8jfi with ammunition from a can 
they had between them which was half full with ammunition 
Slack observed that the man was in his opinion an excelleht shot 
the only thing that bothered Slack was that the man he was oositive 
was Oswald, had blond hair whereas Oswalds was dark

Mr. Price stated that he thought he sited in a scone for lee Harvey

when shown a ohotograoh of Oswald, D rice stated he was certain the man 
was the same one he had sited the rifle for 

he identified the rifle as one of 7.6 calibre with a L. newer -Jan scone 
he further statdd that the gunw would not fire a 6.6 shell and did 
not have a sling on it 

he said that the man said he was driving by when he saw the sign 
and came • in 

Mr. Price said he observed the oicture of Oswald with his rifle and

- he recalled about 7 neoole on the range at the time shootin various 
weaoons 

- a man who he believed to be Oswald was shooting v a rifle with a 
Mauser type action

- t he c ar is a white 'Pontiac station-wagon, 1961-1952 licence 
prefix PS 

- the car had a rifle laying on the seat 

- pg. 865, the car is further identified as having license no. 
PS3U3 p, occupied by two white males, going east on Davis St. 

- pg. 86? car is identified as a 19ol Falcon k-door 

- pg. 872, Patrolman C. Nelson, who was trie one involved in this 
incident stated that the man wasn't sure of the make of the 
car exeent that it was white and had a luggage rack on top 

- (note here that this description is not too unlike that 
given by ROGER P. CRAIG shortly after the assasination) 

- also on pg. 872, 2^2, an unidentified individual, wanted a 
check through the Austin records for a license no. HS18??, 
Texas, 1963 '

-a resident of Cedar Fill Texas, lives on a farm 3.7 
miles from Cedar Hill toward Grand Prarie on the Belt 
Line road 

.. sometime between 1*00 an<52 : 00 ?.K. on Oct. 6th 1953 

she testified to hearing someone firing a "high calibre" 
rifle in her pasture 

- looking through her kitchen window she saw 2 or 3 men 
in the field 

- s^e crot in her car and drove to where the men were 

- 2 oh thg men werss standing by a car, a i957 olack and 
white Chevrolet bearing a Texas Liscence plate 

- the” 3rd man was in the field some distance away with a 
rifle 

- when she explained to the men why she did not want them 
shooting in her field, she stated that it made the man

- on Nov. 20th, 1963, at approximately 11:30 A.M. McGaffey 

stated that he was working in the fields near Me Cor mas 
Road and Central Express ' ... 

-•*. while there he stated he heard shots from an adjoining 
field 

- going to the field he saw a' male individual sitting m a 

blue a nd white 1957 Chevrolet , ' , 

- he told the individual that he was tresspassing on his land 
and asked him to leave 

the individual complied and left the area 

- McGaf fey described the man as; 

white male- 25-30 vrs. old 

thinning brown hair-medium fair complexion 
was -wear ins a light blue jacket 

- McGaffev further stated that he did not see the weapon 

that the individual had been using . , 

- when shown a Dallas Police Dept, photo of Oswald he stated 
that the individual was not identical to the Oswald phouo 
but felt that "there was a slight resemblance" 

- at approximately 5:00 P.M. of the same. day, ^cGaffey 
again heard , shots coming from the adjoining field^

- the individual, refused to furnish his name and left when 
told to do so 

- MoOaffey could net recall the make of the automobile that 
the person was driving,, but stated that the license no. 
was a 196?. Texas plate. Number ?U 7062 

~ the individual was described as; 

white male-2001bs 5’10"- 40 yrs. old 
dark hair, and of Jewish nationality 

- hs further stated that the man was carrying a rifle with 
a mounted scope 

ScG-affey stated that the individual did not represent Oswald 
in any way, but resembled a photo of JACK RUBY to some degree 
(2SK740-74* )

TESTIMONY of MRS, EDITH .WHITWORTH— (11K262-275 ) 

-Mrs. ’Thitworth owned a furniture a tor® in Dallas that had 
formerly been a run shop 

- a man she later believed was Lee T - T arvey Oswald came to her 
store on or about the 1st of Nov. 

~ the man drove up to the store in a blue and white car, either 
a Ford or Plymouth 

- the exact model Mrs , Wh i twor th wasn't sure about. (11H2S4) 

- the nan then entered the shop and asked for a part for a 
gun which he seemed to be carrying 

- Mrs. Whi fcworth eventually directed the man to the Irving 
Spbrts Shop 

- on Pgs. 271-272 Mrs. Whitworth was shown several Sxs. and 
identified the man as the one who had been in her store in 
the first week of Nov. 

- Mrs. Whitworths testimony is corroborated by that of Mrs. 
Gertrude Punter (11H253-232 ) 

- in Mrs. hunter’s case she positively stated that the man 

who looked like Oswald had drove the car up to the store (11H25 40 

- she stated that the car was a "two-tone- blue Ford " the 
yearbeing a 1957 or 1958 

- Mrs. Hunter backs the testimony of Mrs. Fhitworth( the man 
wanted a part for his gun, the woman and the children, 
direction to Irving Sports Shopetc. etc.) 

- Mrs. Hunter was also shown various Exs . {11H261 ,2S2) and stated 
that she could not say rief inately, but that the man resembled 
Oswald 

-LEE BOYERS JR. also testified to seeing a black 1957 ^ord 
in the area of the srassv' knoll minutes before the assassination 
(6H286)
